that he will not consent to the 
reservations attached to it. 
The vice president further 


held that the rejection of one 
resolution of ratification would 
not, under the cloture, prevent 
another being brought up in the 
hope of a compromise if the senates 
majority desired it.

women's dormitory, known as Good- 
rich Hall, perpetuates his name.

r'elat'ion ~ with 
the 
denomination 


known a* Seventh-day Baptists. But 
its charter contains no reference to 
aiiy religious body, and teachers of 
many different faiths have been upon 
its faculty, 'it is not dogmatic.- 
' In 1858 
the trustees prevailed 


upon the Rev. William C. Whitford, 
then pastor of the Mlltoa Seventh- 
day Baptist church, to assume charge 
of the academy. 
The period of his 


labors, 44 years, .was marked' by the 
development of the academy until Iti 
became, 'in' 1867, merged .into Milton1 
college, of- which he was the first and 
only president until'his death.

Milton college has furnished more 


teachers to the state in proportion 
to its size than any other institution. 


In 1002, Dr. William C. Daland was 


called to become president o f . tho 
college. 
Since he 'assumed charge 


of the college, the fac'ulty has been 
materially strengthened. 
The /new 
auditorium-gymnasium

GAZA. 


Churchmen and archaeologists alike were shocked at 


recent dispatches which tell more fully how Gaza, Pales- 
tine, was shell riddled and 'half destroyed, like a war- 
ravaged city of France, by the fiercer fighting which re- 
stored the Holy Land to Christian dominion. 


"Deep as may be the regret that present day Gaza 


has been injured, yet there is no indication that the 
Gaza which once was the Liverpool of Philistta, and 
later the St. Louis of Palestine, has been damaged," 
says^a bulletin from the "Washington 'headquarters of 
the National Geographic society. 


"Modern Gaza is ,set upon a hill, sonte 100 feet 


above the surrounding sand dunes and verdant garden 
spots. 
It.is the hill, and not the present city, which 


has yielded some of the richest treasures of recent As- 
syrian study. 


"The fortunes of geography laid Gaza open to the 


misfortunes of war. Not only was the ancient city the 
focus of all "the sea roads of the days when the Medi- 
terranean encompassed the civilized world's commerce, 
but it was nicknamed 'the port of the desert.' It was 
on the edge of a sea of sand, depot .of the freight-laden 
caravans between Egypt, Babylonia and Arabia: provi- 
sioning point, too, for the Bedouins, Captain Kidds of 
the rolling desert. 


"Gaza, in 1914, had; about 40,000 people, consider- 


ably fewer than it had 1,000 years ago, but the number 
represented a"rapid growth for an eastern city, since it 
was but a. straggling village of 2,000 in 1840, and had 
but 15,000 a halt century ago. 


"It's site has been hallowed by the passing of nearly 


4,000 years of recorded history, and'while 'the way that 
goeth down from Jerusalem unto Gaza1 may have 
seemed a considerable journey to Philip, Gaza is but a 
little farther to the southwest of Jerusalem than Wash- 
ington is from.1 Baltimore. 


Today tho city is three miles! removed from the sea, 


and Cor a long time it was thought'thnt after its de- 
struction by Alexander Jannaeus, a Jewish Richard III- 
of a century before Christ's time, it had been rebuilt at 
a new site". 
Researches show it to be more probable 


• that tho ancient 'Damascus o£ the South' extended from 


tho site of tho modern city to the sea. No Arnold Ben- 
nett llV-ed'to make the lite of the 'five towns,' a Fhills- 
tltv) league- of cities that included Gaza, vivid to future 
generations of readers, but Herodotus, the Greek Ma- 
'cauley, acclaimed it equal tp Sardls. 


"Residents in Gaza will show the visitor Samson's 


tomb. 
The tradition of his burial there Is unfounded, 


but there Is, more reason for 'believing that a bare, iso- 
lated knoll to the south, of the city. Is the hill 'before 
Hebron' to which tho strong man carried the 'doors oE 
the gate of tho city, and the two posts.' 


"So important was Gaza during tho second millen- 


nium before Christ that it then served as a barometer 
of w"ortd history. 
The nation that dominated the re- 


stricted 'world' o£ that time held Gaza, 
Consequently 


Thotmes III reached'out for It at about tho same date, 
B. C., that Columbus discovered America, A. D. 
, 


"As -Egypt passed tho apex o£ her glory, a sturdy 


people with, a higher material culture but none oE the 
moral grandeur of Israel widened theln sphere of influ- 
ence, and for a time Gaza became conspicuous in Philis- 
' tine hlsto-". It Tas l f - Samson's time that a sort of 


guerrilla warfare between the Israelites and the Philis- 
tines began, such as that exemplified when he tied the 
flreUrand to tho foxes' tails and sent them scurrying, 
like modern Zeppelins, among the grain fields and vine- 
yards of the enemy.

"The city was under Hezekiah, of Judah, for only a 


' brief time, if at all. With tho rise of tho Assyrian king- 


dom attempts were made to subdue Gaza which, for a 
short time, were resisted, but by the seventh century, 
K C It had become a vassal of that early war lord and 
art patron, Assurbanlpai: and also it is mentioned in the 
r«lgn of Tlglatli-Plleser III. who bolstered his autocracy 
by a bureaucratic system, and departed conquered peo- 
ples as he spread Assyrian 'Kultur' by the sword.

Russians Optimists

"'They believe persistently and con- 
sl«tently, in the face of all odde, that 
the soviet must triumph in Russia' 
because it seems to them to be the 
best form of government for that 
country; that the allied governments 
are slowly but surely coming to see 
that fact ,and tbat American busi-

S'"We have every reason to ..believe 
that the allied blockade against the 
Russian soviet g-overnment will soon 
be lifted," Oeclared one of its repre- 
sentatives at the American headquar- 
ters at 110 West Fortieth street here, 
the otber day.

He was a slight, blond man, witn 
a straight, neat, military carriage, 
and he wore immaculate clothes, and 
even a clean collar. As a bolsJievlst, 
after what one has been led to ex- 
pect from' some of our cartoons, he 
was a bitter "disappointment. 
The 


only thing that was the least bit wild 
about him was his necktie, and that 
was distinctly American. 
"With 
a 
much manicured fingernail, he ppint- 
ed to a couple of paragraphsjn some 
recent news dispatches. 
"Tou see," he said In slow but per- 


fect English, "the British house of 
commons has voted to withdraw mil- 
itary support from the opposers or 
the soviet g-overnment. There is even 
widespread talk in England at pres- 
ent concerning an economic mission 
from Great Britain to Russia. 
"The truth Is that business inter- 


ests all over the world are beginning 
to get impatient with the failure of 
revolutionary' leaders. Russia is. now 
the most profitable market in the 
world, and its door is being kept 
locked without accomplishing results. 
American business men are anxious 
to pee the blockade lifted. 
/We have 


in our files there"—he pointed to 
some large 
filing 
cases—"over 
a 
thousand letters from American firms 
giving price lists on their goods, and 
enclosing catalogs 
and 
provisional 


contracts. They would ship us the 
material we need now, but your gov- 
ernment, for diplomatic reasons, has 
decided that it is best not to grant 
any export licenses for shipments to 
Russia at present." 
| 
Martens Chairman of Bureau. 
It was to establish friendly trade 


relations between American business 
and the Russian soviet government 
that this American branch was es- 
tablished last spring. 
L. 
Martens, 
who was .appointed chairman of the 
^bureau, was also made the 
official 
representative of the Russian soviet 
in this country, but his credentials' 
have never been acknowledged by 
orn- state department. 
Instead, the 
ambassador who was sent over to 
represent the Kerensky 
regime is 


still being recognized as the official 
agent of Russia. 
In keeping with its general optim- 


ism, the soviet bureau does not object 
to this, for it argues sensibly that it 
would not do it any good to have a 
representative in Washington under 
the circumstances. 
It has, accord- 


ing to Its members, achieved what it 
set out to accomplish—namely, to 
g-ain the support of American busi- 
ness. ' 
WJien Mr. Martens "was sent 
to 
this country the soviet government 
set aside $200,000,000 in gold bullion, 
to 'be placed in American banks and 
to be drawn on for the purpose of 
agricultural implements, locomotives, 
machinery and clothing for Russia. 
But Russian ports were blockaded 
before this money, could be brought 
through. 
The soviet bureau, how- 


ever, went to-work gathering all the 
necessary information as to where. 
these supplies could best be pur- 
chased, Just as if it had the money 
safe in New York, so that the mo- 
ment the blockade is lifted it will be 
able to telegraph its orders and se- 
cure rush shipments.

The blockade has also prevented 


any accurate information concerning 
the situation in'Russia from coming 
through. 
Occasionally a message is 
brought across by an elusive courier, 
but nothing important.. The bureau 
bases its optimistic conclusions con- 
cerning a forthcoming'lifting of the 
blocade from American and foreign 
news dispatches, which it carefully 
studies with the aid of a map. _. 
Evans 
Clark, 
former Princeton 


university 
professor, . is 
taking 
a 
large part in the commercial activi-. 
ties of the bureau. 
As evidence that 


the soviet government 
is . making 


progress toward recognition, he men- 
tions the manifest collapse .of the. 
entire military an.d diplomatic policy 
in Russia. 
Originally, Great Britain. 
France and th.e "United States sent 
troops into Russia actually to assist 
in advances into soviet-territory, but 
one by one each nation has found it 
advisable to curtail this military ag- 
gression 
scheme. 
United 
States 


troops were the first to leave North 
Russia. 
Some of the troops,are still 


in South Russia to keep dpen tne 
trans-Siberian railroad, and to pre- 
vent Japan from gaining a dangerous 
foothold, but 
Ihelr , activities, are 


purelv defensive. 
Great Britain has 
now "followed the example of the 
United States, and has also witn- 
drawn its troops from the north. 


Gradually, according to the bureau, 


all of the Baltic states are becoming 
'more friendly to the soviet govern- 
ment for the reason that the allies 
favorite senerals have been Able to 
g?va no satisfactory pledges as to the 
future independence of these small 
nuUons. whereas the soviet govern- 
ment has managed to make 
itE-cu 


convincing in Its promises of sep- 


i*eau%faVmsn°that th^UkraUns are 
making no effort to stop soviet uprls- 
ings in -the south, where many of the 
peasants are forming small bands, 
bent on guerilla warfare. 


Soviet OotiU-oLs 800,000,000.<- 


The results of the anti-soviet cam- 


paigns, according to the. bureau, still 
leave the soviet government In con- 
trol of a population of 800,000 000. 
The situation in. interior Russia Is 
still deplorable. There Is actual star- 
vation in Petrograd,, and 
suffering 


throughout the entire country. ™s 
they say is largely due to the unfor- 
tunate state of the 
transportation 


system, which began during the re- 
cime of the czar, grew worse under. 
Kerensky's regime, and was Inher- 
ited by the bolshevik!. 
But, accord- 


ing to the bureau, conditions are 
gradually Improving: 


Simultaneously with the northwest 


Yuderiitch drive, the allied govern- 
ments sent a note to the 
neutral 


countries, 
including Germany and 
Austria, asking them to participate In 
the blooade of Russian port?.
